Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stressed the inventive process employs non-dissolved air 
and entrapping the air jn the flocculated contaminant. Applicant asserts that Ramirez '006 discloses only dissolved air 
and that the air attached to the floes would not be entrapped in the flocculated contaminant and therefore would not be 
applicable against the claims. Upon filing a response the examiner will review the ascertions in further detail although it 
is noted that Ramirez , 006 specifically discloses "dispersed" gas [col. 6, lines 1-3] which suggests at least some non- 
dissolved gas may be present..
